Statement  of  President-Elect  Ronald  Pelosi 

The  outgoing  President,  Dianne  Feinstein,  requested  that 
Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  and  Supervisor  Francois  escort 
the  newly  elected  President  to  the  rostrum. 

President  Pelosi,  upon  assuming  the  Chair,  presented  Super- 
visor Feinstein  with  an  inscribed  plaque  as  a  tribute  to  her 
conduct  in  the  office  of  President  and  as  cm  indication  of  the 
esteem  in  which  she  is  held  by  her  colleagues. 

President  Pelosi  thanked  his  colleagues  for  the  honor  accord- 
ed him  and  expressed  his  interest  in  working  closely  with  the 
Mayor  in  the  next  four  years. 

President  Pelosi  stated  that  the  prime  responsibility  of  each

turned provided  further  that  the  special  rate  of  pay  herein  pro- 
vided shall  be  discontinued  if  the  employee  waives  an  offer  to  a 
promotive  appointment,  or  refuses  an  exempt  appointment  to  a 
higher  classification  to  a  position  which  would  not  require  a 
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change  of  residence,  and  provided  further  that  the  special  rate  of 
pay  herein  provided  sliall  be  discontinued  if  tlu*  employee  fails 
to  file  and  compete  in  any  promotional  examination  for  which  he 
is  otherwise  qualified,  and  which  has  a  compensation  schedule 
higher  than  the  protected  salary  of  the  employee." 

In  response  to  a  request  by  Supervisor  Francois,  City  Attorney 
Thomas  M.  O'Connor  advised  tliat  the  courts  have  held  that  the 
language  of  the  Charter  governing  salary  standardization  for  mis- 
cellaneous employees  means  "within  the  realm  of  reasonableness." 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  must  examine  the  recommendations  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  see  if  they  are  within — what  is 
in  the  Board's  discretion — the  range  of  reasonableness. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Mendelsohn,  Bernard 
Orsi,  General  Manager,  Personnel,  stated  that  his  staff  stands 
behind  the  raw  data  as  submitted.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  was  faced  by  a  letter  from 
Mayor  Alioto,  stressing  the  need  for  curtailment  of  expenses.  The 
crucial  question  to  be  answered  was  whether  or  not  8,000  miscel- 
laneous employees  of  the  City  and  County  were  to  receive  no  in- 
creases in  salary  at  a  time  when  the  State  is  inaugurating  a  pro- 
gram of  income  tax  withholding  and  when  the  cost  of  health  in- 
surance is  to  be  increased.

The  case  hearings  require 
preparation  and  the  weekly  hearings  demand  a  full  after- 
noon on  the  same  date  as  five  members  are  working  in  the

million. 

"4)  The  President  should  continue  to  serve  on  this  Board  to 
equalize  the  over-all  work  load  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
If  he  does  not,  an  additional  weekly  committee  assignment 
will  be  handed  a  member,  of  members  who  already  serve 
on  three  or  four  Board  Committees  and  a  myriad  of  extra- 
governmental  bodies."

The  other  improvements  that 
are  planned  or  under  construction  will  still  be  so  a  year  hence 
and  presumably  can  be  captured.  The  loss  will  be  on  those  im- 
provements which  are  completed  in  the  year. 
Supervisor  Pelosi:  So  we  would  eliminate  any  possibility  of 
receiving  two  million  dollars  within  the  monies  allocated? 
Mr.  Rumsey:  Correct,  if  the  present  schedule  of  completion  of 
improvements  comes  about. 

Supervisor  Pelosi:  What  is  being  asked  today  is  merely  the  re- 
quest that  the  Planning  Commission  consider  the  designation  of 
an  area  after  public  testimony  and  subsequently  make  an  appli- 
cation to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
so  they  can  consider  it  and  then  return  it  to  this  Board.  All  this 
would  have  to  take  place  before  this  matter  could  go  forward.

Bourne,  Public  Utilities  Counsel,  advised  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  meeting  held  on  April  24,  1972,  at  8:30  a.m.,  was 
legally  held,  with  all  legal  requirements  for  notice  having  been 
observed.  Further,  notwithstanding  the  failure  of  any  of  the  re- 
spective media  to  file  a  written  demand  for  notice  of  the  hearing, 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  had  informed  him  that  it  did,  in 
fact,  on  Friday  evening  make  an  appropriate  mailing  to  the  media. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  the  Commission  has  written 
rules  pertaining  to  the  conduct  of  special  meetings  and  that  these 
rules  are  available  in  the  office  of  the  Commission.  He  further  ad- 
vised that  a  majority  of  the  Commission  was  present  at  the  April 
24  meeting  to  transact  business,  that  the  resolution  in  question 
was  adopted  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  all  three  of  the  members 
present,  and  that  the  Commission  had  duly  rescinded  its  previous 
action  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.  72-0106,  pursuant  to  which  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  had  scheduled  its  April  24  public  hearing.

During  the  ensuing  discussion,  the  fact  was  brought  out  by 
Supervisor  Francois  that  there  was  no  actual  ordinance  before  the 
Board,  but  merely  a  title  listed  in  the  Calendar  of  Matters. 
Further,  that  an  amendment  could  not  be  made  to  a  non-existent 
piece  of  legislation. 

The  Chair  asked  the  Clerk  the  status  of  this  matter.  The  Clerk 
replied  that  the  calendar  reflected  the  title  of  an  ordinance  which 
had  been  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  that  the  ordinance 
text  had  not  been  drafted  at  the  time  of  introduction  but  had  been 
undertaken  by  Supeivisor  Barbagelata  to  be  drafted  by  him,  that 
the  subject  matter  as  reflected  in  the  title  v/as  pending  in  Com- 
mittee, and  in  that  state  was  called  out  by  Supervisor  Barba- 
gelata. The  matter  of  changing  sewer  service  charge  rates  had 
not  been  heard  by  the  Finance  Committee.  There  is  no  ordinance 
before  the  Board,  at  least  so  far  as  the  oflicial  file  is  concerned. 

Supervisor  Feinstein  stated  that  she  looked  through  the  file 
before  the  meeting  and  could  find  no  pending  legislation  that  the 
Board  could  vote  on  today.  It  would  appear  that  it  is  not  legal 
at  this  time  to  vote  on  something  that  is  not  at  hand. 

Supervisor  Gonzales  stated  that  he  does  not  agree  with  the 
Clerk,  and  that  there  is  legislation  before  the  Board. 

Supervisor  Kopp  stated  that  he  was  in  agreement  with  Super- 
visor Gonzales,  and  that  some  people  were  in  the  Chambers  of 
the  Board  today  in  response  to  a  notice  they  received.  He  sug- 
gested that  this  matter  be  heard  by  the  Finance  Committee  on 
May  3,  1972,  and  the  people  in  the  Chambers  be  so  notified. 

In  response  to  questions,  the  Clerk  stated  that  he  had  sent  out 
the  notices  upon  instructions  from  Supervisor  Barbagelata.  Notices 
were  sent  to  several  hundred  persons.  At  that  time,  there  was  no 
legislation  in  the  file,  nor  is  there  now,  relating  to  the  matter  that 
was  called  out  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Further,  the  Clerk 
stated  that  he  had  asked  Supervisor  Barbagelata  whether  he 
should  have  the  City  Attorney  draft  the  proposed  legislation.  The 
Supervisor  had  replied  that  he  preferred  to  write  the  legislation 
himself. 

Supervisor  Kopp  stated  that  he  thought  the  Board  had  legisla- 
tion, and  wanted  to  see  action  on  this  today  as  he  had  further 
amendments  to  make  regarding  small  commercial  sewers.  There- 
fore, he  asked  Supervisor  Barbagelata  if  he  would  refer  the  mat- 
ter back  to  the  Finance  Committee  so  that  they  may  be  able  to 
take  action  on  May  3,  1972. 
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Supervisor  Mendelsohn,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
stated  that  the  Controller  and  the  City  Attorney  had  prepared 
legislation  on  the  effective  date  of  the  Sewer  Service  Charge.  This 
would  be  heard  on  May  3,  1972  and  any  amendment  that  any 
Supervisor  wished  to  make  could  be  made  at  that  time.

1)  Separate  metered  service  for  each  dwelling  unit;  user  may 
be  billed  at  lower  residential  meter  service  rate  of  84  s?  per 
imit  per  month; 

2)  Service  or  meter  used  exclusively  for  irrigation  purposes; 

3)  No  water  from  service  or  well  enters  sewerage  system 
either  through  a  private  or  city-owned  sewer  lateral,  gut- 
ter, catch  basin  or  storm  water  inlet. 

Amends  SEC.  145.  Changes  from  irrigation  exception  proceed- 
ing to  any  exemptions  or  adjustments. 

Amends  SEC.  146.  Adds  new  subsection  (1)  to  read  as  follows: 
"(1)  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
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in  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  the  Sewer  Service 
Charge  of  the  Article." 

Renumbers   subsections    (1)    through    (4)    to  subsections    (2) 
through  (5). 

Supervisor  Barbagelata  stated  that  on  March  21,  1972,  he  intro- 
duced a  proposal  to  change  the  effective  date  of  the  Sewer  Service 
Charge  to  April  1,  1972,  and  that  he  had  asked  that  legislation  be 
prepared  by  the  City  Attorney,  but  nothing  had  been  done  by 
them.

Supervisor  Kopp  asked  for  a  call  of  the  Board  to  appeal  the 
decision  of  amending  Section  148  of  the  Public  Works  Code  that 
pertains  to  the  effective  date  of  the  Sewer  Service  Charge.  This 
request  was  ruled  out  of  order.

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  presented  the  following  budget  state- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee: 

The  Finance  Committee  (my  colleagues  are  Supervisors  Te  ry 
A.  Francois,  John  L.  Molinari,  Peter  Tamaras  and  Dorothy  von 
Beroldingen)  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today  the 
proposed  annual  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  fiscal  year  1972-73. 

Tv^o  itemized  lis  Is  of  Finance  Committee  recommendations, 
(1)  budget,  and  (2)  supplemental  budget,  have  been  fj.rnished 
Board  members.  These  lists  together  with  Volumes  I  and  II  of 
the  budget,  and  the  volume  of  supplemental  budget  requests, 
constitute  a  comprehensive  budget  report. 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Community  College  District's  tentative  annual  budgets  are 
not  included  with  the  City  and  County  figures  because  these 
budgets  are  not  subject  to  action  by  the  Board.  All  statistics  here- 
in have  been  compiled  or  adjusted  to  reflect  the  absence  of  those 
Districts'  data. 

The  following  comparative  data  reflects  total  budgeted  expendi- 
tures:

The  amount  of  support  for  the  Annual  Budget  from  ad  valorem 
taxes  cannot  be  precisely  determined  before  September,  1972, 
when  the  assessment  roll  together  with  surpluses,  subventions, 
grants,  and  various  revenue  and  expenditure  adjustments  are 
finalized  by  the  Controller.  It  is  the  firm  intention  of  your  Finance 
Committee  to  recommend  to  the  Board  any  and  all  actions  which 
may  prudently  be  taken  to  maximize  the  use  of  existing  funding 
sources  other  than  ad  valorem  taxes  in  order  to  hold  the  property 
tax  rate  as  close  as  possible  to  the  present  level. 

Including  Salary  Standardization  and  the  supplemental  budget, 
the  total  proposed  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Mayor  pro- 
duced an  apparent  need  of  an  additional  $28,000,(XX).  Recognizing 
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this,  both  the  Mayor  and  your  Finance  Committee  have  been 
searching  for  innovative  ways  to  find  sources  other  than  ad  valorem 
taxes  to  meet  this  need. 

Taken  together,  the  cuts  in  expenditures  and  the  new  revenue 
production  developed  so  far  amounts  to  $15,138,232.  Plowever  it 
is  impossible  at  this  time  to  compute  the  actual  property  tax  sup- 
port reduction  which  this  amount  will  produce.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  ways  in  which  any  remaining  "gap"  may  be  met  without 
the  need  for  an  increase  in  property  taxes.  Among  others,  tliese 
include  additional  proceeds  from  the  retail  purchase  and  use  tax 
(sales  tax  relating  to  the  increase  of  I/4  of  1%),  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  the  Hassler  Hospital,  use  of  utility  surpluses  and  un- 
expended appropriations,  additional  increases  in  the  assessed 
property  values  in  San  Francisco  and  un  needed  portions  of  cash 
reserves.

In  total,  the  Committee's  estimates  for  these  items  exceed  the 
Controller's  current  estimates  by  $8,345,000.  Almost  all  of  this 
increased  amount  would  directly  reduce  ad  valorem  taxes.  While 
recognizing  that  the  Controller  has  advised  the  Committee  that  he 
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will  continually  revise  his  revenue  estimates  prior  to  the  setting  of 
the  tax  rate,  the  Committee  respectfully  requests  that  its  esti- 
mates of  the  above  items  be  considered. 

Surplus  Funds: 

The  Committee,  in  its  strong  objective  that  ad  valorem  taxes 
must  be  held  to  a  minimum,  has  directed  the  ('ontroller  to  deter- 
mine the  precise  extent  of  surplus  funds  available  from  the  Water 
Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  for  transfer  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  the  general  fund  pursuant  to  Charter  section  6.407. 
Such  transfer  would  effect  a  reduction  in  ad  valorem  taxes. 

Automobiles  and  Trucks: 

The  Committee  severely  scrutinized  each  automobile  and  truck 
requested  in  the  budget  by  various  departments.  In  addition  to 
approving  only  those  vehicles  which  were  adequately  juslified, 
the  Committee  followed  the  Purchaser's  new  suggested  economical 
price  levels  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Analyst  in  his  Man- 
agement Audit  of  the  Purchaser.  Excluding  the  Fire  and  Police 
Department  vehicles,  102  automobiles  and  trucks,  amounting  to 
$453,494,  were  recommended  by  the  Mayor  but  28  automobiles 
and  trucks,  amounting  to  $128,849,  were  recommended  for  ap- 
proval by  your  Finance  Committee. 

Personnel,  Generally: 

Net  new  positions  requested  by  Departments  1,509 

Net  decrease  of  positions  recommended  by  Mayor 

from  the  current  year's  budget  -239 

Net  decrease  of  positions  recommended  by 

Committee  from  the  current  year's  budget  -356 

Fire  Department: 

Page  128,  Lines  7,  8.  Fire  protection  services  provided  by  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  Port,  including  Fireboat  and  Waterfront 
Expenses,  have  traditionally  been  financed  by  Port  revenues,  not 
ad  valorem  taxes.  However,  as  a  result  of  a  new  policy  of  the  Port 
C'ommission,  the  Fire  Department  budget  recommended  by  the 
Mayor  contains  only  a  token  amount  from  the  Port  of  $25,000  to 
help  finance  these  services.  It  was  estimated  that  ad  valorem  taxes 
would  have  to  be  increased  by  $513,605  to  finance  Port  fire  pro- 
tection under  the  Mayor's  recommended  budget. 

The  Finance  Committee  unanimously  agreed  that  this  shift  of 
cost  from  the  Port  Commission  to  the  Fire  Department,  which 
directly  and  unfairly  affects  the  taxpayers,  is  absolutely  unac- 
ceptable. Further,  the  City  Attorney  has  stated  that  the  cost  of 
the  fire  protection  services  for  the  Port  is  properly  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Port.  Subsequent  to  a  series  of  negotiations  between 
the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Port  Commission,  the  Port  has 
agreed   to   submit   a  supplemental   appropriation  request   which 
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would  result  in  the  funding  of  these  costs  from  Port  revenues.  In 
the  meantime,  the  Committee  has  recommended  exclusion  of  the 
applicable  expenditures  from  the  Fire  Department  budget  in  order 
to  insure  that  the  taxpayers  will  not  be  burdened  with  the  V^  mil- 
lion dollar  cost  of  the  fire  protection  services. 

Municipal  Court: 

Page  184  Line  1.  The  requested  item  of  $13,000  for  library  and 
reference  books  is  recommended  for  reduction  to  a  total  of  $10,- 
000.  The  stricken  $3,000  was  for  the  puipose  of  starting  a  library 
for  the  new  court.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Finance  Committee  to 
have  the  courts  share  such  books  which  are  already  contained  in 
the  other  libraries  and  to  consider  further  library  consolidations 
wherever  possible. 

Police  Department: 

Page  203,  Line  12.  The  Committee  has  recommended  approval 
of  2  of  the  8  Policewomen  positions  recommended  by  the  Mayor, 
which  will  provide  the  Department  with  a  total  of  4  Policewomen. 
The  Committee  believes  that  the  7  Policewomen  positions,  who 
were  recently  appointed  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Inspector,  can 
also  assist  in  fulfilling  Policewomen  responsibilities. 

Page  205,  Line  1.  While  the  Mayor  recommended  10  new  Clerk 
Typist  positions,  the  Committee  evaluated  testimony  by  the 
Police  Department  which  urged  that  priority  be  given  to  addi- 
tional foot  patrolmen.  Therefore,  the  Committee,  in  approving  the 
10  new  Clerk  Typist  positions,  has  instructed  the  Controller  to 
withhold  disbursement  of  the  funds  for  these  positions  pending 
their  reclassification  to  Policemen  positions  to  the  extent  funds 
are  available  from  the  Clerk  Typist  positions. 

Page  209,  Line  22.  The  Committee,  in  recommending  reduction 
for  the  rental  of  office  machines  and  equipment  from  $38,700  to 
$31,500,  urges  the  Department  to  make  police  reports  available 
to  defense  attorneys  of  record  for  a  fee.  The  Committee  would 
entertain  any  subsequent  supplemental  appropriation  request  to 
restore  the  $7,200  eliminated  by  its  action  if  such  monies  were  to 
be  financed  by  these  fees. 

Pages  209,  211,  212,  217,  Lines  14,  9,  15,  24.  The  Committee  has 
directed  the  (Controller  to  withhold  disbursement  of  funds  amount- 
ing to  $51,000  for  the  Helicopter  Program  including  maintenance 
and  repairs,  helicopter  parts,  fuels  and  lubricants  and  insurance. 
Such  funds  are  to  be  held  pending  their  reappropriation  for  addi- 
tional Policemen.  While  the  Committee  believes  that  a  helicopter 
program  has  merit,  the  majority  of  the  Committee  firmly  believes 
that  the  advantages  of  freeing  uniformed  personnel  in  the  streets 
for  other  necessary  police  duties  exceed  those  of  a  helicopter  pro- 
gram, particularly  in  the  relatively  confined  geographic  area  of 
San  Francisco. 

Page  34,  Line  25,  Supplemental  Budget.  The  Committee,  while 
recommending  approval  of  $324,152  for  School  Crossing  Guards, 
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and  while  recognizing  the  absolute  ne:;essity  of  these  positions, 
believes  that  the  Mayor's  Special  Assistant  for  Educational 
Affairs  should  closely  follow  up  with  the  Board  of  Education  the 
possibility  of  obtiiining  Federal  funds  to  finance  this  expenditure. 

Department  of  Social  Services: 

Page  251,  Line  7.  The  Committee  has  reduced  the  General  As- 
sistance item  which  is  entirely  funded  from  local  ad  valorem  taxes 
by  $600,000  from  $5,584,000  to  $4,984,000.  The  Committee  )ecog- 
nizes  that  by  following  management  recommendations  mpde  by 
tlie  Board's  Budget  Analyst,  the  Department  has  already  made 
significant  reductions  in  this  program,  amounting  to  over  $2,000,- 
000  in  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  Committee  believes  that  further 
implementation  of  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Budget  Ana- 
lyst in  his  Management  Audit  of  the  General  Assistance  Program 
will  result  in  further  substantial  economies.  The  audit  disclosed 
that  while  ample  social  services  are  being  provided,  there  is  insuf- 
ficient routine  verification  of  the  facts  to  determine  if  persons 
either  employable  or  medically  unemployable  are  to  receive  Gen- 
eral Assistant  payments. 

Sheriff: 

Page  278,  Various  Lines.  Your  Committee  has  devoted  a  much 
greater  than  usual  amount  of  time  and  study  to  the  budget  re- 
quests of  the  Sheriff.  The  Committee  was  particularly  concerned 
that  there  be  reasonable  support  for  the  Sheriff's  activities,  par- 
ticularly from  a  funding  standpoint,  in  order  that  the  Sheriff  may 
eflBciently  perform  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  and  County  the 
duties  which  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Of  paramount  concern  was  the  budget  item  for  food  in  the  Jails, 
which  in  the  past  has  been  alleged  to  be  insufficient  and  which  has 
required  supplemental  appropriations  when  budgeted  funds  were 
exhausted.  The  Committee  recognizes  the  necessity  of  a  food 
budget  for  inmates  at  the  County  Jails  which  is  in  accordance 
with  minimum  State  standards.  It  therefore  has  recommended  for 
inclusion  the  entire  food  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Mayor. 
However  the  Committee  has  directed  the  Controller  to  institute  a 
schedule  of  monthly  allotments  for  this  item  unless,  in  the  Con- 
troller's opinion,  a  departure  from  this  schedule  would  result  in 
economies.  This  allotment  schedule  will  insure  that  the  amoimt 
budgeted,  which  is  clearly  a  realistic  amount,  will  not  be  over- 
expended.  Further,  the  Committee  urges  the  Sheriff  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  all  possible  quantity  discounts. 

During  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  Committee  has  received  from 
the  Sheriff  and  his  staff  a  number  of  conflicting  figures  as  to  the 
daily  amount  per  prisoner  required  for  an  adequate,  nutritious  and 
varied  jail  diet.  The  amounts  mentioned  varied  between  $0.68 
and  $1.06.  The  Grand  Jury,  it  is  noted,  stated  in  its  report  on  the 
Sheriff's  Department  that  "We  would  fault  the  Sheriff  in  his  ap- 
proach to  his  request  for  a  supplemental  food  allowance."  The 
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Grand  Jury  has  also  observed  "the  San  Quentin  food  to  be  sub- 
stantially better  than  that  at  the  County  Jails  and  costs  approxi- 
mately 80  cents  per  day  per  inmate." 

Neverless,  upon  the  representations  of  the  Sheriff  to  the  effect 
that  $1.06  per  day  v/ill  be  satisfactory,  the  Committee  recom- 
mended and  the  Board  passed  on  May  1,  1972,  a  supplemental 
appropriation  of  $94,000  for  the  Sheriff's  foodstuffs,  to  make  suf- 
ficient funds  available  for  the  balance  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 
Additionolly,  the  Mayor  in  his  budget  recommendations  for  the 
next  fiscal  year  submitted  a  total  for  Sheriff's  foodstuffs  of  $528,- 
000,  a  $149,000  increase  over  last  year's  budgeted  item.  The  Com- 
mittee and  the  Board  are  powerless  under  the  Charter  to  raise 
that  figure,  but  the  Committee  recommends  its  approval  without 
reduction. 

Your  Committee  has  recommended  deletion  of  one  requested 
new  position  of  Administrative  Chef,  at  a  beginning  salary  of 
$13,533  per  year.  The  Committee  noted  that  the  permanent  pay- 
roll at  the  present  time  includes  four  chefs  and  one  cook.  The 
duty  statement  applicable  to  chefs  would  indicate  that  all  of  the 
administrative  responsibilities  contemplated  for  the  Administra- 
tive Chef  can  and  should  be  undertaken  by  them  as  part  of  their 
normal  duties.  The  heavy  increase  in  the  total  budget  for  the 
Sheriff's  Department  precludes  addition  of  more  employees  at  this 
time,  in  the  absence  of  the  most  urgent  type  of  justification. 

Other  adjustments  in  the  Sheriff's  requested  funds  are  minimal 
and  are  in  areas  other  than  those  associated  with  his  custodial 
function. 

Superior  Court: 

Page  290,  Line  12.  The  requested  item  of  $12,000  for  law  books 
is  recommended  for  reduction  to  a  total  of  $6,000,  the  amount 
which  was  approved  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  It  is  the  Commit- 
tee's strong  belief  that  the  26  courts  should  attempt  to  consolidate 
its  library  operations  and  should  share  books  and  reference  works 
whenever  possible. 

Boar<l  of  Supervisors: 

Page  398,  Line  15.  The  Board  should  note  with  pride  an  esti- 
mated reduction  in  its  own  budget  for  fiscal  3'ear  1972-73  resulting 
from  the  passage  of  Proposition  "O",  authored  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board,  Robert  J.  Dolan.  It  is  estimated  that  this  Proposition, 
which  amended  various  Charter  sections  relating  to  the  publica- 
tion of  ordinances,  resolutions  and  other  legislative  documents, 
will  reduce  the  Board's  expenditures  by  $100,000. 

Treasurer: 

Page  306,  Line  9.  The  ('ommittee  has  recommended  approval 
of  one  new  position  of  Investment  Specialist  to  assist  the  Treas- 
urer in  the  establishment  of  a  formalized  cash  flow  system  and  to 
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otherwise  assist  in  the  maximizing  of  interest  income  earned  by 
the  City  and  County.  The  Budget  Analyst  recommended  the 
creation  of  this  new  position  based  on  his  Management  Audit  of 
the  Office  of  the  Treasurer.  It  is  estimated  that  this  position  will 
result  in  increased  annual  interest  income  of  over  $500,000. 

Juvenile  (.'oiirt,  Prohation  Office: 

Page  321,  Line  7.  The  requested  item  of  $625,000  for  mainten- 
ance of  minors  in  foster  homes  and  institutions  is  recommended 
for  reduction  to  a  total  of  $550,000.  The  Committee  has  in- 
structed the  Controller  to  institute  a  schedule  of  monthly  allot- 
ments for  this  item  in  order  to  insure  that  the  Department  does 
not  expend  more  than  the  amount  budgeted. 

California  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences : 

Pages  359,  360,  362-366,  Various  Lines.  The  Committee  has 
recommended  various  reductions  for  those  items  described  in  the 
budget  under  maintenance,  operation  ;',nd  continuance  in  order 
that  the  amounts  of  these  items  do  not  exceed  the  amounts 
budgeted  in  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  Committee  recognizes  the 
fine  quality  of  services  being  provided  by  the  Academy  and  wants 
such  services  to  continue.  However,  it  is  the  Committee's  firm 
belief  that  any  increases  in  expenditures  which  would  require  an 
increase  in  tax  support  over  the  current  fiscal  year,  must  instead 
be  provided  through  the  Academy's  private  resources,  which  are 
substantial. 

Tax  Collector  —  General  Office: 

Page  473,  Line  9.  The  Committee  did  not  approve  the  38  posi- 
tions recommended  by  the  Mayor  which  would  have  made  tempo- 
rary positions  into  permanent  positions.  While  the  Committee 
recognizes  that  the  temporary  personnel,  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  business,  payroll,  parking  and  utility  users 
taxes,  are  doing  an  excellent  job,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  (>ommittee 
to  continue  to  employ  these  personnel  on  a  temporary  basis  until 
such  time  that  an  analysis  and  evaluation  can  be  made  of  the 
entire  tax  structure  best  suitable  to  taxpayers. 

Department  of  Puhlic  Works  — 

Water  Polution  (Control,  Sewer  Repair  Division: 

Page  614,  Line  14.  Sewer  repairs  attributable  to  storm  drainage 
maintenance,  while  financed  out  of  gas  tax  funds  in  the  current 
fiscal  year,  were  to  have  been  financed  from  the  sewer  service 
charge  for  fiscal  year  1972-73.  The  Committee,  recognizing  other 
priorities  for  the  revenues  derived  from  the  sewer  service  charge 
v/hich  is  used  to  reduce  ad  valorem  taxes,  searched  for  alternative 
financing  for  these  repairs.  It  found  various  old  gas  tax  capital 
improvement  projects,  which  have  been  delayed  or  abandoned, 
containing  unspent  funds  appropriated  between  fiscal  years  1963- 
64  and  1970-71.  The  Committee  has  recommended  that  $1,015,000 
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of  these  funds  be  utilized  to  finance  sewer  repairs  attributable  to 
storm  drainage  maintenance.  This  will  result  in  a  net  savings  of 
some  $1,000,000  to  property  taxpayers. 

Public  Works  —  Capital  Improvements: 

Page  637,  Line  4.  The  capital  improvement  project  amounting 
to  $2,700,000  for  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  Sewer  Relocation  on 
4th  and  Mission  Streets,  otherwise  known  as  the  Howard  Street 
Sev-er,  is  recommended  for  exclusion  since  it  is  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee's firm  objective  that  this  project  not  be  financed  from  ad 
valorem  taxes.  The  Committee  has  recommended  that  the  project 
be  financed  from  borrowing  unused  monies  from  the  Off-Street 
Parking  Fund  and  the  Real  Property  Fund  which  according  to 
the  Controller  would  provide  sufficient  financing.  All  monies  bor- 
rowed would  be  returned  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  to  be  sold  in  1973  in  connection  with  the  Yerba  Buena 
Project. 

Public  Library: 

Page  992,  Line  21.  The  Committee  has  recommended  approval 
of  the  entire  Library  budget  as  proposed  by  the  Mayor.  Further, 
the  Committee,  recognizing  the  absolute  necessity  of  adequate 
library  and  reference  books  for  the  benefit  of  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco,  has  recommended  an  increase  of  $60,000  over  the 
Mayor's  recommendation  for  such  books,  thereby  increasing  the 
item  from  $764,700  to  $824,700. 

Special  Gas  Tax  Improvement  Fund  —  Construction,  Special 
Gas  Tax  Improvement  Fvinrl  —  1.04  Cent  Funds  and  Road 
Commissioner  —  Road  Fund  —  Construction: 

Pages  1082,  1086,  1087,  1088  and  1121-1124,  Various  Lines. 
With  the  exception  of  The  Maritime  Parkway  Study — Broadway 
to  Northpoint,  amounting  to  $10,000,  which  the  Committee  has 
recommended  for  exclusion  due  to  the  project's  potential  adverse 
effects  on  environmental  conservation,  all  capital  improvement 
projects  financed  out  of  gas  tax  funds  have  been  conditionally 
approved.  These  projects,  amounting  to  $4,918,504,  have  been 
approved  in  accordance  with  the  priorities  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  which  noted  that  the  Mayor  had  not  followed  its 
order  of  priorities.  However  the  Committee  has  directed  the  Con- 
troller to  withhold  the  disbursement  of  all  funds  for  these  projects, 
pending  public  hearings  to  obtain  a  complete  explanation  as  to 
their  purpose  and  necessity  and  an  evaluation  as  to  whether  other 
projects  not  contained  in  the  budget  might  be  more  beneficial. 

Special  Gas  Tax  Improvement  Fund — 1.04  Cent  Funds  and 
Road  C'ommi.ssioner — Road  Fun<l — General  Maintenance: 

Pages  1085,  1115,  1117,  1118,  Various  Lines.  Funding  from  gas 
taxes  to  support  various  Departments  and  thus  reduce  ad  valorem 
taxes  was  recommended  as  follows: 
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Street  Cleaning 

$4,482,343 

Street  Lighting 

966,054 

Sewer  Repair 

1,015,000 

Total  Reduction  in  Ad  Valorem  Taxes 

$6,463,397 

Municipal  Railway: 

Pages  1246-1251,  Various  Lines.  The  Committee  did  not  ;jp- 
prove  27  of  the  28  new  positions  recommended  by  the  Ma^or. 
While  it  is  the  Committee's  firm  intention  to  permit  maxinium 
Municipal  Railway  service  with  no  service  cuts,  the  positions 
recommended  for  exclusion  will  have  no  effect  on  service.  The 
Committee  has  noted  with  dismay  the  apparent  intention  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  to  institute  major  service  cuts  in  the 
coming  fiscal  year.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  this  would 
be  a  false  short  run  economy  which  would  lead  in  the  long  run, 
to  less  public  use  of  the  Municipal  Railway  which  is  regrettable 
in  both  economic  and  environmental  terms. 

Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance  — 
Administrative  Provisions: 

The  Controller  has  proposed  the  following  described  amend- 
ments to  the  administrative  provisions,  and  the  Committee 
recommends  approval: 

(1)  An  addition  to  Section  4B.  will  appropriate  specified 
revenues  for  disbursement  by  the  Controller  from  the 
information  and  publication  account. 

(2)  A  deletion  from  Section  11.9.1  which  appropriated  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $200,000  annually,  for  mainten- 
mance  and  operation  of  Candlestick  Park.  The  reason 
for  this  deletion  is  that  the  Recreation  and  Park  De- 
partment has  submitted  a  budget  request  under  budget 
index  653  for  such  maintenance  and  operation. 

(3)  A  new  section,  11.9.2  which  will  appropriate  hotel  tax 
receipts,  allocated  to  the  Yerba  Buena  Redevelopment 
Project,  to  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  for  rent  sup- 
plements for  displacees  from  Yerba  Buena  Center  Re- 
development Project  and  for  various  other  expenses 
related  to  the  construction  and  completion  of  a  conven- 
tion center  and  sports  arena. 

Annual  Salary  Ordinance  —  Administrative  Provisions: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  proposed  an  amendment  to 
the  administrative  provisions,  and  the  Committee  recommends 
approval,  as  follows: 

Amending  Section  1.34,  maximum  rate  for  Part-Time  Service, 
from  $242  per  month  to  $248  per  month. 

The  Controller  has  furnished  cost  data  relative  to  charges 
levied  for  accommodations,  services  and  facilities  furnished   to 
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employees  in  various  departments.  Based  on  this  data,  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  amendments  to  the  Administrative  Provisions 
as  follows: 

(1)  Amending  Section  1.35  to  increase  the  rate  per  day  for 
meals  at  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  Boarding  House  from 
$4.25  to  $4.50. 

(2)  Amending  Section  1.35  to  increase  the  rate  per  person 
per  day  at  the  O'Shaughnessy  Guest  Cottage  from  $26.00 
to  $26.50. 

(3)  Amending  Section  1.35  to  increase  the  rate  per  meal  in 
other  departments  and  institutions  (other  than  Hetch 
Hetchy )  from  $0.75  to  $0.85. 

( 4 )  Amending  Section  1 .35  to  increase  the  unit  cost  for 
laundry  per  biweekly  period  from  $2.60  to  $2.85. 

Afkiiowlod^nnents : 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller 
Nathan  B.  Cooper,  his  budget  assistants  David  Fong  and  Stanley 
Koo  and  their  staff  for  their  valued  assistance.  The  preparation 
of  revenue  data  to  accompany  the  expenditure  data  in  the  budget 
greatly  assisted  the  Finance  Committee  and  Mr.  Fong  is  to  be 
particularly  commended  for  the  furnishing  of  this  revenue  in- 
formation. Thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  City  Planning  De- 
paitment  which  prepared  the  graphic  illustration  of  the  budget 
as  officially  advertised  in  the  newspaper. 

Board  Action : 

In  order  that  all  members  of  the  Board  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  consider  in  complete  detail  the  Committee's  recom- 
mended changes  in  relation  to  the  entire  budget,  the  Committee 
has  completed  its  review  of  the  budget  as  much  before  adoption 
as  was  possible  in  view  of  the  numerous  meetings  required.  The 
Charter  provides  that  the  Board  shall  adopt  the  budget  not 
earlier  than  May  15.  The  Budgetary  Procedure  Ordinance  de- 
clares that  the  budget  may  not  be  adopted  later  than  May  21. 

On  the  regular  Board  meeting  date  of  May  15,  I  will  move  that 
the  budget,  as  amended  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the 
Committee's  recommendations,  be  adopted. 

(Conclusion: 

Supervisors  Francois,  Molinari,  Tamaras,  von  Beroldingen  and 
1  submit  the  Finance  Committee  recommendations  to  the  Board 
with  unanimity. 

As  previously  announced,  all  members  of  the  Board  were 
cordially  invited  to  attend  the  Finance  Committee's  budget  ses- 
sions, and  to  favor  the  (^ommittee  with  any  suggestions  they 
might  have  to  ofifer.  The  Committee  welcomed  those  who  found 
it  possible  to  attend,  and  the  comments  of  all  who  submitted  them.

Mr.  Brodsky  requested  that  the  Board  exercise  its  discretionary 
power  today  by  reasonably  interpreting  the  language  of  the  Code 
to  exclude  the  developer's  property  from  the  computation  of  the 
required  twenty  percent.  He  said  that  the  Charter  only  speaks  of 
owners  of  twenty  percent  of  the  property  affected.  The  Planning 
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Code  interpretation  is  unreasonable.  Mr.  Brodsky  argued  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  cannot  deprive  a  property  ov/ner  of  a  right 
given  by  the  Charter. 

Supervisor  Pelosi  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  current 
City  Attorney  has  not  rendered  a  written  opinion  on  the  question 
of  the  interpretation  of  "affected  property." 

Supervisor  Pelosi  requested  that  consideration  be  continued  to 
July  24,  1972,  and  that  the  City  Attorney  be  asked  to  render  a 
written  opinion  prior  to  that  date  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  subject 
appeal.

Supervisor  Feinstein  also  requested  that  a  communication  be 
directed  to  the  City  Attorney,  asking  that  he  research  the  question 
of  whether  it  is  proper  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  communicate 
directly  with  the  heads  of  foreign  governments.  She  asked  that  if 
it  is  found  to  be  proper,  communications  be  sent  the  Arab  League 
and  all  Arab  governments  directly,  expressing  contempt  for  these 
acts  of  terrorism  and  urging  action  to  put  a  stop  to  them.

CALLING  THE  ROLL 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  following  Supervisors  were  noted 
present.

President  Ronald  Pelosi  presiding. 

Supervisor  Gonzales  excused  from  attendance.  (On  official  leave 
of  absence. ) 

APPROVAL  OF  JOURNAL 

The  Journal  of  Proceedings  for  the  meeting  of  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 11,  1972,  was  considered  read  and  approved  subject  to  possible 
revision  to  reflect  inclusion  of  an  amendment  of  File  367-71-4. 

Presentation  of  Guests 

The  Chair  introduced  and  welcomed  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Rose,  visiting  San  Francisco  from  Miami  Beach,  Florida. 

Taken  Up  Out  of  Order 

Temporarily  Postponed 

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion  by  Supervisor  Kopp  the 
rules  were  suspended  and  the  following  off-calendar  matter  was 
taken  up  out  of  order: 

Requesting  Registrar  of  Voters  to  perforui  all  acts  >vhieh 
lie  may  legally  perform  to  cause  the  affirmative  liallot  argu- 
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ment  for  Proposition  "K"  to  be  reprinted,  listing  all  addi- 
tional endorsers,  and  cause  same  to  be  mailed  to  each  regis- 
tered voter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

File  60-72-6. 

Supervisor  Kopp  explained  that  during  the  past  week  it  had  been 
discovered  that  the  affirmative  ballot  argument  on  Proposition  "K" 
had  been  omitted  from  the  voters'  handbook.  That  problem  had 
been  solved.  However,  it  has  now  been  brought  to  the  Board's  at- 
tention that  by  reason  of  another  inadvertence,  the  list  of  en- 
dorsers of  Proposition  "K"  failed  to  include  some  fifteen  or  more 
associations  and  individuals  who  had  properly  notified  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  their  endorsement  prior  to  September  22,  1972. 

Supervisor  Kopp,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Feinstein,  moved  that 
the  Board  adopt  a  resolution  which  had  not  as  yet  been  prepared 
which  would  request  the  Registrar  of  Voters  to  cause  the  entire 
ballot  argument  to  be  reprinted  with  the  full  list  of  endorsers. 

Upon  objection  by  Supervisor  Francois,  Supervisor  Kopp  with- 
drew his  pending  motion  and  moved  instead,  seconded  by  Super- 
visor Feinstein,  that  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  send  a  communication 
to  the  Registrar  of  Voters  asking  that  he  do  the  acts  outlined  above 
and  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  go  on  record  declaring  that  it 
will  consider  favorably  any  request  for  supplemental  appropriation 
to  cover  costs  attendant  upon  the  above  action. 

Upon  objection  by  Supervisor  Francois,  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Stark  stated  that  he  believed  such  a  declaration  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  should  properly  be  accomplished  by  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Board. 

Supervisor  Kopp  thereupon  withdrew  his  pending  motion. 

Supervisor  Kopp,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Feinstein,  moved  that 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  be  directed  to  send  a  communication  to  the 
Registrar  of  Votors  requesting  that  he  perform  all  acts  which  he 
may  legally  perform  to  cause  the  affirmative  ballot  argimient  for 
Proposition  "K"  to  be  reprinted,  listing  all  additional  endorsers, 
and  cause  same  to  be  mailed  to  each  registered  voter  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Supervisor  Francois  objected  on  the  ground  that  by  such  action 
the  Board  would  be  expressing  policy,  which  should  more  properly 
be  the  subject  of  a  resolution.  He  asked  for  a  ruling  by  the  City 
Attorney. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  stated  that  he  believed  this  question 
is  more  properly  a  matter  for  the  President  of  the  Board  to  rule  on. 

Acting  Chairman  Robert  H.  Mendelsohn  thereupon  ruled  that 
the  motion  and  requested  letter  are  in  order  and  the  subject  is 
properly  before  the  Board. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he  will  not  look  favorably  upon 
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any  request  for  supplemental  appropriation  to  co\e:  the  cost  of 
such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Registrar  of  Voters.  He  said  that  he 
objects  to  being  placed  on  record  as  taking  a  position  without  the 
opportunity  of  having  a  public  hearing  on  this  matter,  that  this  is 
the  first  time  since  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board  that  a  matter 
of  this  substance  has  been  disposed  of  by  motion. 

Supervisor  Molinari  subscribed  to  Supervisor  Francois'  com- 
ments. He  added  that  he  would  want  to  know  how  much  such  re- 
printing and  mailing  will  cost  the  taxpayers  before  he  voties. 

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Molinari  and  Supervisor 
Tamaras  as  to  cost  of  suggested  action,  Registrar  of  Voters  Emmery 
Mihaly  stated  that  he  believes  his  estimate  of  under  ten  thousand 
dollars  is  close,  that  if  the  ballot  argument  is  to  be  reprinted  and 
mailed  to  the  voters  prior  to  November  7,  1972,  he  must  act  today.

If 
the  Board  finds  the  necessary  twenty  percent  has  not  been 
obtained  ...  it  cannot  set  a  time  and  place  for  hearing. )

ing-type  authority  over  private  activities.

Kenealey  stated  that  if  the  Board,  after  reviewing  the  testimony 
of  the  City  Engineer,  determines  that  the  appeal  contains  signa-
